WHILE A GOODLY PER¬ 
CENTAGE OF YOU OUT 
THERE WERE PREPARING TO 
DO BATTLE WITH THE NEW- 
YEAR'S FESTIVITIES, A 
FEW THOUGHTS CONCERN¬ 
ING OUR PART IN THE UFO 
ENIGMA OCCURED TO ME 
WHICH SEIZED QUITS REL¬ 
EVANT AT THAT TITS. 

Now, just a few cold 
January days in the 
future, these thoughts 
seem even more relevant, 

I asked myself a Brace 
of simple-sounding questions-yet to answer either of them 
is not so simple. Firstly what do we really know about 
UFOs? Secondly, what ought we to know about these baffling 
serial apparitions? 

I personally believe that we know very little about UFOsj 
and that the little knowledge we have,(supported by mere 
lukewarm hypothesi,insufficient data and ludicrous fact¬ 
oids as it is) has progressed at a snails pace.We have our 
incestuously-staffed and traditionally isolated UFO inves¬ 
tigation groups..they do what they can,but the results are 
usually a few mumbers and letters on a filing card. 

Other larger organisations, provocatively titled 'Nation¬ 
al' but very often posthumously-titled 'redundant' fare no 
betters a UFO documentation centre proves to be merely a 
filing system plus thesauras. We know as much about our 
self-styled aerial phenomena as we knew about forgotten 
languages before the discovery of the Rosetta Stone. 

The clues, I believe, are all there. It is not a matter 
of just interpreting them 5 before we can reach that most 
absorbing of terratories, we have to be able to tell the 
difference between a clue and a red herring.... 

What ought we to know? That is so much more 'difficult 
to discuss,especially with science, as advanced from 
Pasteur and Goddars as it is,positively lacking in the 
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skills able to duplicate the proportios of tho UFO(whatever 
THEY may be).. 

I am in no way convinced that all UFOs are of an extraterr¬ 
estrial origin, I an in no way convinced that any UFOs origina¬ 
te from a hollow(or at least, tunnol-ridderq)earth. 

But then, I don't need convincing. It .is dreadfully difficult 
to convince others with our pitiful knowledge,however.

A BEAULIEU woman who does not believe in flying saucers and 
her son are still puzzled over their sighting of a strange ob¬ 
ject. Mrs.Barbara West,and Mark(l3) saw what looked like a 
vory bright star in the sky, hovering over the Isle Of Light. 

They turned out the lights and watched. Mark thought ho 
could see something rotating on the surface of the object. 

"Suddenly something scorned to come away from it like a fall¬ 
ing star* * But when it was gone, tho big star was just as 
bright. Then the same thing happened again. 

"About quarter of an hour later," said Mrs. West "another 
star loft it and the bright light moved vertically, then lev¬ 
elled out like a plane and went off in the Southampton dir¬ 
ection. Wo watchod until it dimmed to nothing." Mrs.West 
said the time was 11.30 pm.

But as the lights disa¬ 
ppeared behind the roof of a nearby house,so the 
noise stopped too. 

"It was about 4 am when I woke up and saw tho 
lights. There were about 12 of them in a lino and 
they were vory bright,like ultr«|—violet lights. 

"I'm sure it wasn't a helicopter or a plane.In 
fact I've nevor so4n anything like it before, I havo 
always-read about UFOs and been mystified by them 
but now I believe in them," Paul told tho Gazette- 
Citizen. 

The experience shook Paul so much that- lie couldn t 
go back to sleep afterwards. "I woke my wife and told 
her, but she just grunted and wont back to slcop.lt 
worried me so much that it kept me awake," he said. 

And now Paul firmly believes that what he saw was a 
UFO. He will definitely be keeping his eyes open in 
future for any more strange lights in the sky.

Young Doug Claydon could not bolieve his eyes when ho

Credits The Barnet Press: 

A"Flying Saucer" was sighted over Barnet on Friday night.Barnet 
police had two reports-from Mrs.Ann Stait, of 42, Chesterfield 
Road, Barnet, and from Somepne in the same area who did not leave 
her name. 

The police were unable to find any trace of anything having 
landed and made a routine report to the Ministry of Defence. 

Mrs. Stait*s 14-yoar-old daughter, Anita, was the first in the 
family to doo tho unidentified flying objoct-at about .9/30 p.m. 

Her mother described it as"complotely round, with five white 
lights^ flying quite high and making no noise." 

From thoir front garden, Mrs.Stait and Anita watched tho object 
as it sailed oVor towards Mays Lane and out of sight. They wont 
to tho back gardon and saw 'it again. 

"Suddenly it stoppod$ all the lights wcnt r off and it hung there 
for two or throe minutes." said Mrs.Stait. 

"Then tho lights wont back on again and it doubled back the 
way it had como. From tho front garden we saw it go dorm behind 
the houses in Stanhope Road. It -went down like a shooting star. " 

She could not say whether the UFO was coloured because it was 
getting dark, but tho five lights wore vory bright. v 

Marl Lunn, a schoolboybliving next door, was in his front gard¬ 
en with a friond when tho Staits sighted the flying saucer and 
he also saw it. Mrs. Sats says she and Anita saw something 
similar about a year ago. 

The annonymous report to tho police was a UFO with five lights 
and suddenly a flame appearod from it. "

front page on this local newspaper, It is vory well detailed and 
is tho first time I have heard of a UFO putting out its lights 
while it hovered around. A very interesting report. Maybe this 
close-encounter was one step away from the real thing!

It seems that ANGLIA 1 s Junc-transmittod ALTERNATIVE THREE 
whilo possibly being tho art of tolovision at its most 
creative, has increased all manner of people to make all 
manner of statements. Just like Orson wells & his Mercu¬ 
ry Theater on the air way back when in 1938, most of tho 
unrestrained and uneducated hysteria came from those who 
either missed the programme completely or caught just a 
fleeting glimpse. (Editor’s interruptions. I. must confcss- 
I was one of those pooplc-I saw only tho second half of 
it). I watched personally, ALTERNATIVE. 3 quite by 
accidont(pr perhaps by fate, just to calm you lot down!)

THE HOUSE OP LORDS I can report,has taken a giant stop 
forward, in the long and difficult path towards believing 
in flying saucers. 

Credit for this breakthrough geos entirely to the 66- 
yoar-old Lord Clancarty who, single-handed has shanod 
the Government into admitting tho existence of a UPO 
Study Centro in Toulouso. This is significant because 
until now, tho Government has been pretending that Lord 
Clancarty was making it all up. 

Clancarty, whoos publications include The Sky People 
and Tho Plying Saucer Story^, put.no less than five ques¬ 
tions to tho Government before Lord Wintlmrbothan event¬ 
ually capitulated.

Earlier however in the Daily Express, who had boon mount¬ 
ing a immense campaign in their UPO Bureau of February 
20 1978 (the first time English Newspapers have done so 
with front page headlines), wo reads 

"Quite simply, Governments do not wish to acknowledge 
a problem which they can do nothing about. Franco—typ— 
ically-is an exception. Tit its National Centre for 
Space Studios, Dr. Claudo Pohor leads tho detailed and 
excellent scientific examination of UPO reports. Ho says 
that 10 per cent of their unexplained cases on record 
arc a radar reports. Britain’s official policy to UFOs 
is negative unless they constitute a throat t* our nat¬ 
ional security.
